to Their Ways. 


Washington, July 
7.—The 
signal 
corps officers concerned in the aero­ 
plane trials are beginning to exhibit 
signs of irritation at the apparent lei­ 
surely unconcern of the Wright broth­ 
ers regarding aspects of the matter 
which to the army officers seem ex­ 
ceedingly important, principally the re­ 
lation of congress and its power to 
make 
appropriations. 
That 
beady, 
whence flow all blessings for army and 
navy, will shortly dispose of the tariff 
question and disperse to places and 
interests far removed from aerial nav­ 
igation. 
Beginning with 
Brigadier General 
James Allen, the chief signal officer, 
every member of the corps wants the 
members of the house and senate to 
witness the remarkable flights made 
by the Wright brothers, in order that 
they will treat more kindly and with 
greater familiarity the requests for 
appropriations for aeronautical work. 
The Wrights acknowledge no other in­ 
terest than to fulfill the conditions of 
their contract as soon as possible, but 
without assuming any unnecessary 
risks. 
Wilbur Wright left for New York 
last night in a decidedly unmilitary 
manner.

— Completing 
the tariff bill in the committee of the 
whole, that measure was reported to 
the senate, so that legislation provid­ 
ing for customs duties is now regarded 
as on the home stretch. 
Senators generally desiring to obtain 
a reprint of the bill as amended before 
further considering it, the senate ad­ 
journed' to afford senators an oppor­ 
tunity to look over it before taking 
further action.

“CIGARETTE” BAKER FREE MAN 


8cnsatlonal 
Incident Which Stirred 


the Indiana Legislature in 1905 Had 


Its Final Echo in Court at Indianap­ 


olis When the Indictment Charging 


Oscar A. Baker With an Attempt to 


Bribe a Legislator Was Dismissed— 


Baker Disclaims All Knowledge of 


the Alleged Attempt at Bribery. 


Indianapolis, July 7.—Oscar A. Bak­ 
er of cigarette fame, is now a free 
man, as Prosecutor Hooton moved, in 
criminal court, to nol-prosse the indict­ 
ment charging Baker with having of­ 
fered a bribe of $100 to Ananias Ba­ 
ker, a member of the Indiana legisla­ 
ture, iji 1905. 
The prosecutor gave as his reason 
for wiping the case off the criminal 
court slate that the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, Ananias Baker, had died, and 
that on that account the state did not 
have sufficient evidence on which to 
make a conviction. 
The 
accused. 
wrho 
is 
popularly 
known as Cigarette Baker, was In 
court, having come here from his 
home in Marion, Ind. 
He disclaimed 
all knowledge of the $100 which the 
indictment alleged he paid to Ananias 
Baker in order to bribe the latter to 
vote against the cigarette bill which 
was before the legislature in 1905. 
“Mr. Baker, I have the $100 in my 
possession, and if you want to give me 
a receipt for it, I will gladly return 
it to you,” said Prosecutor Hooton. 
“I don’t fcnow anything about that 
money,’’ Baker replied. 
“I never had 
anything to do with it.” 
John W. Kern, who was Baker’s at­ 
torney, said in his behalf that Baker 
disclaimed any interest in the $100, 
and that as far as he was concerned 
the American Tobacco company had 
no claim to it. 
“Just turn it over to some charity,” 
said Kern. However, Judge Pritchard 
declined to settle the fate of the $100 
bribe money, as he felt that it was 
possible the Ananias Baker estate 
might lay claim to it, and it still re­ 
mains in the hands of Prosecutor 
Hooton, who has the five $20 bills 
sealed up in an envelope. 


WARRANTS FOR THIRTY-ONE 


Citizens Say They Thought Fish Law 
Was Repealed. 
Mt. Carmel, 111., July'7.—Consterna­ 
tion reigned at Lawrenceville when a 
deputy state game warden from here 
went there and served warrants on 
thirty-one citizens to appear in court 
on charges of violating the fish law. 
A party of Lawrenceville men and 
boys while on au outing seined Beaver 
pond May 19 and, returning home, 
boasted of a catch of almost three 
pounds each. 
They thought the fish 
law had been repealed, but Prosecutor 
Summers holds otherwise and assures 
them that the $100 fine with jail sen­ 
tence, is still “some law” and says that 
fish at $33 a pound is a near possibil­ 
ity. 
Unserved warrants are out to 
bring the total to more than fifty. The 
cases will be fought on the grounds of 
the law being unconstitutional.

The trouble began during a horse 
trade, the negro threatening to shoot 
a trader. 
City detectives went to the 
trader’s assistance and James began 
firing. 
He took refuge in a barn and 
a riot call was turned in. 
Citizens 
joined the police in 
the shooting, 
■which the negro returned. James was 
killed in the barn white hiding behind 
some mules.

Principal of a School Near Chicago 
Plans “Self Government” Test. 
Miss Florence Holbrook, principal of 
the Forrestville school, near Chicago, 
has a unique experiment in self gov­ 
ernment in readiness for her 1,200 pu­ 
pils when they return to school after 
the summer vacation. Miss Holbrook 
laid her plan before the buildings and 
grounds committee of the school board 
the other day and asked authority to 
put it into effect. 
^ 
The principal’s plan is to erect a 
story and one-half brick bungalow on 
the school grounds at Forty-fifth street 
and St. I^awrence avenue, every bit of 
the work, froni the drawing of plans to 
the preparation of a dinner for the 
house warming, to be done by the boys 
and girls. 
The bungalow will occupy a tract 
about 150 by 125 feet, nearly a half of 
the school playground, and when com­ 
pleted will contain a living room and 
kitchen on the first floor and a combi­ 
nation sleeping room and nursery for 
imaginary children in the half story 
above. On an upper veranda there will 
be an outdoor sleeping apartment to 
be used possibly by children of a con­ 
sumptive tendency. 
The operations will start with a de­ 
signing competition, the children in 
the two upper grades being directed 
to prepare plans and submit them to 
School Architect Dwight H. Perkins, 
who has consented to act as judge of 
the contest. The best plan having been 
selected, the children will tear up the 
brick with which the school play­ 
ground is paved and use it to start the 
walls of the bungalow. 
“I want to get away from the idea 
that the child to enjoy himself must 
be playing all the time,” said Miss 
Holbrook. “1 expect it will be about 
two years before the bungalow is fin­ 
ished. While the building is going on 
the girls will be at work making fur­ 
niture and other things for the inte­ 
rior.”

St. Pau l, Ju ly 7.—One of the great­

Ev ery 
state 
and 
territory 
of the Union and many foreign cou n­ 
tries are rep resented among the 25 ,000 
v isitors to St. Pau l.

The p rosp ects of the commission’s 
obtaining mu ch information are any ­ 
thing bu t bright, as the p ath Is block ed 
by nu merou s obstacles. 
The consent 
of the French gov ernment, which is 
not based u p on treaty stip u lations, 
bu t is merely an act of cou rtesy , has 
not y et been obtained, the gov ernment 
hav ing rep lied to the American em­ 
bassy ’s commu nication that the list of 
witnesses and the 
q u estions to be 
ask ed mu st first be su bmitted to the 
minister of ju stice, who shall decide 
whether it will be p ossible to comp ly 
with the req u est. The p osition of the 
French gov ernment is ex tremely deli­ 
cate. The old Panama canal scandal, 
which wreck ed so many fortu nes and 
rep u tations and brou ght the cou ntry 
almost to the v erge of a rev olu tion is 
now legally closed, and no m atter how 
willing the gov ernment might be to 
accede to the American req u est, it 
wou ld p robably hesitate if su ch action 
Inv olv ed the slightest risk of re-op en­ 
ing the old q u estion. 
Ev en shou ld a fav orable resp onse 
be giv en, the French and not the Amer­ 
ican p rocedu re wou ld dou btless be fol­ 
lowed. 
Ju dge Ditte, p resident of the 
tribu nal of the first instance of the 
Seine, wou ld nominate a ju dge before 
whom the witnesses mu st ap p ear to 
answer q u estions p rev iou sly drawn u p . 
No cross-ex amination or new line o! 
ev idence is p ossible u nder the French 
sy stem in su ch cases. Moreov er, nei­ 
ther the attendance of witnesses, nor 
their giv ing of testimony is comp u l­ 
sory . 
Witnesses wou ld simp ly be 
cited to ap p ear by a bailiff and cou ld 
refu se to answer on the flimsiest p re­ 
tex t withou t p enalty . The q u estion of 
docu ments and p ap ers which the de­ 
fendants’ attorney s desire to ex amine 
p resents ev en greater difficu lties, as 
su bp oenaes, su ch as are issu ed in the 
United States, are u nk nown in France.
